If the Civil Service Commission 
or a duly authorized Congression- 
al Committee desiring to reform 
the present civil service which 
works so much injustice to really 
deserving people will visit incog 
some of the Bureaus of the vari- 
ous Departments here where _he 
office holding aristocrat is pre- 
sumed to be at work c«arning his 
salary, beth or either of them 
will discover that they have made 
a mistake For they will find a 
great many of these bard (?) 
worked people promenading the 
corridors, reading novels at their 
desks, or bus:ly engaged discuss-.

weighty problem in politics or 
religion. Some of these employ- 
ees are a destructive set, and it 
ail urises trom the fact that the 
property they destroy lelongs to 
the government. If an ordinary 
schoul child car not do the work 
in less time aid twice as satisfac- 
tory us they do it, then education 
is a failure. The Government 
supports in- rpyal style a large 
clases of men and women who 
could nor earn a decent living 
outside of the Department in 
which they rest daily from 9 a.m, 
to 4 p. m. 

There are others who are indus- 
_trious, capable, intelligent and 
conscientious, There ire a great 
many more--who when they take 
the oath of «flice make up their 
minds to do as little work as pos 
gible. Very few business men 
pay their bovk-keepers, clerks, 
sulesmen and other employes sal- 
aries ranging from $840 to $1800 
per annum, and yet these mer- 
chants get a greater value for the 
money expended, than the Gov 
ernment has gotten or will get 
from those who pledge themselves 
énly to support the constitution 
and draw the salaries. We are 
in favur of a reform in the Civil 
Service because the present law is 
a glaring sbam and fraud, in that 
it operates against a class of citi-~ 
zeus who believe that common 
sense ard practical experience 
shuld always apply in the con. 
duct of the public business rather 
than extreme learning apon mat- 
ters relating almost to distant 
ages. The plan adopted by Supt.

OF HIS HIRE.” 


The great teacher, who gave to 
the world the sentence above 
quoted conveyed by this expres- 
sion the idea that when a man 
labors—worke tor either himself 
or for others he. is entitled to 
compensation therefor—he is de- 
serving of the equivalent whatso- 
ever. it may be for the services 
he renders. No just man will 
withhold from another man who 
labors fur him his honest due, but 
will at once concede his right to 
receive. it, even though the labor 
performed may not be up to the 
standard. 

The employer decides upon the 
worthimess of the labor perfurmed 
and will give bim his hire. This 
is Poetic Justice, the full fruition 
of equity and fairness. If this 
rule holds good in one direction 
we can see no reason why it may 
not be equally good in another. — 
The Negro has been and is to- 
day a faithful laborer in the ranks 
of the Republican — party, and 
while the intention to reward him 
in a substantial manner may be 
all right the disposition to carry 
the intention into practical effect 
is all wrong.

PRESIDENT HAKRISON AND THE

Some of the colored editors made a 
mighty racket and kicked up a mighty 
dust, and tried to scare the president and 
make him appoint colored men to office, 
without allowing him ‘o consult bis mind 
as to what position to appoint them th-t 
would reflvct the greatest ercdit upon the 
Negro race.
